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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To surely seal a portion of a bag-like 
part for storing each waste paper diaper by providing a vessel 
incorporating a film cassette delivering a tubular film at an upper 
part, and mounting an elastic material made inversion preventing 
net to a cassette receiver for the film cassette of the vessel. 
SOLUTION: In storing a waste paper diaper 20, the diaper 20 is 
pushed into a tubular film 5. Then, when a rotating ring 13 is 
rotated, a film cassette 4 rotates together therewith. However, the 
diaper 20 is retained inside an inversion preventing net 10 and does 
not rotate. As a result, a twisted portion 16 of the tubular film 5 is 
formed at an upper side of the diaper so that a waste paper diaper 
storing portion 5a of the film 5 is sealed. By repeating such an 
action, another portion 5a is formed, and at least 2-3 waste paper 
diaper storing portions 5a are prevented from being inverted in the 
net 10, and accordingly each portion 5a is separated in a sealed 
condition.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Reservoir containers, such as a used disposable diaper which has the closing motion section in a top 
face and the lower part, establishes the condition which loaded with the film cassette which lets out a tubed film 
to the upper part exchangeable and pivotable, attaches in said cassette receptacle for film cassette installation in 
said condition the tubed reversal prevention network made from a flexible raw material which carried out 
opening of the both ends, and grows into it.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the reservoir container for storing it in domestic temporarily, 
before taking out the trash to which the offensive odor of the stools of reservoir containers, such as a used 
disposable diaper, and a disposable diaper more used to a detail and a pet, a kitchen garbage, etc. is released to a 
dust collection place. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] A disposable diaper is recently used widely also as an object for adults only as an 
object for sucklings. Since this disposable diaper will be exchanged several times on the 1st, by the time it takes 
out a used disposable diaper to a dust collection place as a kitchen garbage, they will be saved, and must put it 
on domestic temporarily. [ many ] 

[0003] Conventionally, as a container for a momentary reservoir of this used disposable diaper, the bag 
concerned is twisted so that the smell of the disposable diaper which put in the used disposable diaper before on 
the occasion of a closet and its closet one after another may not come out in the bag which continues in a pot- 
like container, and the thing of making an airtight condition isolate each disposable diaper stowage of the bag 
concerned is advocated. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Since it has the imperfect configuration for maintaining the once 
twisted bag in the condition, the postponed part will twist, a condition will be canceled and it becomes 
impossible to isolate each disposable diaper storage space thoroughly, although the above-mentioned 
conventional reservoir container uses each disposable diaper stowage as an isolation plug by twisting a bag 
whenever it pushes a used disposable diaper into a series of bags. 

[0005] Then, let it be a technical problem to offer a reservoir [ disposable diaper / by which the nasty smell of 
the used disposable diaper before contained in case the bag which once twisted this invention twisted, a 
condition was held as it is, and each used disposable diaper storage space was certainly isolated in the state of 
seal in a bag, with a used disposable diaper was newly contained in a bag leaking out, and drifting indoors is 
prevented / used ] container. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] reservoir containers, such as a used disposable diaper which this invention has 
the closing motion section in a top face and the lower part, and establishes the condition which loaded with the 
film cassette which lets out a tubed film to the upper part exchangeable and pivotable, attaches in said cassette 
receptacle for film cassette installation in said condition the tubed reversal prevention network made from a 
flexible raw material which carried out opening of the both ends, and grows into it, — with, the above- 
mentioned technical problem was solved. 
[0007] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] It is [ the gestalt of operation of this invention ] based, and it is explained to an 
accompanying drawing. Drawing 1 is partially cut-away drawing of the reservoir container concerning this 
invention, and one in drawing is condition, such as a product made from plastics, and metal, it has the closing 
motion lid 2 on the top face, and has the base 3 which can be opened and closed. 

[0008] The upper part of condition 1 is loaded with the cylinder-like film cassette 4 possible [ attach/detach ] 
from a top face. Between the inside-and-outside cylinders of an inside-and-outside duplex cylinder-like case, 
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the film cassette 4 folds a series of tubed films 5 made of synthetic resin for forming a bag behind, contains, and 
changes (refer to drawing 1 and drawing 3 ). The cash drawer of the tubed film 5 is made possible from the film 
cassette 4 in the upper part. 

[0009] 6 is a cassette receptacle for carrying the film cassette 4, and consists of the support cylinder 7 inserted 
in the film cassette 4, and the flange 8 which is installed in the soffit of the support cylinder 7 and receives the 
base of the film cassette 4. On the occasion of the after-mentioned revolution actuation of the film cassette 4, 
the annulus ring plate 9 for enabling the smooth revolution is laid in a flange 8 if needed (refer to drawing 2 ). 
[0010] The saccate reversal prevention network 10 made from an elasticity raw material (for example, thing like 
receipt networks, such as dressings made from telescopic motion and a mandarin orange) is put on the cassette 
receptacle 6. Opening of the ends is carried out, and by inserting in the end in the support cylinder 7, extending 
it, and ****(ing) it from a lower part, the reversal prevention network 10 is put on the support cylinder 7, and 
fixes an edge to the support cylinder 7 or a flange 8 with a means suitably. The method of forming a projected 
part 1 1 in the support cylinder 7 or a flange 8 (it being the rear face of a flange 8 preferably, as shown in 
drawing 2 ) suitably, and hooking the reversal prevention network 10 there is the easiest as the fixed means. As 
other means, joining or adhesion, binding with the annulus ring plate 9, etc. can be considered. For example, at 
the time of un-containing, the soffit is distant from the base 3 of condition 1 , and makes the die length of the 
reversal prevention network 10 extent which reaches a base 3 at the time of receipt. 

[001 1] The cassette receptacle 6 is carried on the cradle 12 installed in the upper part within condition 1. A 
cradle 12 has the clearance hole, when it has the insertion hole of the reversal prevention network 10 in the 
center section and a projected part 1 1 is formed in the rear face of a flange 8. 

[0012] The reservoir container concerning this invention contains the revolution ring 13 and the ring cutter -14 
out of the above-mentioned configuration. This revolution ring 13 and the ring cutter -14 may change the ring 
cutter -14 into a pivotable condition into the revolution ring 13, and may unite both with the case where it 
considers as another object. 

[0013] Drawing 4 shows the case where the revolution ring 13 and the ring cutter -14 are used as another object, 
pulls out the tubed film 5 in this case from the film cassette 4 with which condition 1 was loaded, inserts the 
revolution ring 1 3 in that inside, and fits in the revolution ring 1 3 in the container liner of the film cassette 4 
( drawing 4 R> 4 (A)). And the tubed film 5 is further tied for tension raising and an edge, eye 1 5 an epilogue is 
made ( drawing 4 (B)), eye 1 5 the epilogue is pushed in in condition 1 , and it changes into the condition of 
having wrapped the revolution ring 1 3 in the tubed film 5 ( drawing 4 (C)), and covers with a lid 2. 
[0014] It becomes a preparation completion in this way, and in an activity, the closing motion lid 2 is opened 
and the used disposable diaper 20 rounded off is pushed to the suitable place in the tubed film 5 (for example, 
depth of one fist grade). The location must be a location where a disposable diaper 20 is settled in the reversal 
prevention network 10. And if the revolution ring 13 is pressed down and rotated from on the tubed film 5, both 
the film cassettes 4 will rotate, but since a disposable diaper 20 (tubed film 5 which is in contact with the 
disposable diaper 20) is pressed down and stopped in the reversal prevention network 10, it does not rotate. 
Consequently, a tubed film twists to the disposable diaper 20 up side concerned, and a part 16 is made, with 
disposable diaper storage space 5a of the tubed film 5 is sealed (refer to drawing 1 ). 

[0015] If the above-mentioned actuation is repeated, disposable diaper storage space 5a which twisted each time 
and was inserted into the part 16 is made, this is connected, but at least, since disposable diaper storage space 5a 
of 2-3 is in the reversal prevention network 10 and the reversal is prevented, it twists, a part 16 is not canceled 
and each disposable diaper storage space 5a is isolated in the state of sealing, respectively. 

[0016] In addition, since the reversal prevention network 10 is flexible and is transformed freely, it moves to the 
opening section within condition 1 freely, each disposable diaper storage space 5a is settled in it, without 
gathering for one place, and futility does not produce it in the storage space within condition 1 . 
[0017] If the inside of condition 1 fills with disposable diaper storage space 5a, the ring cutter -14 will be 
inserted in in top-face opening of the tubed film 5, revolution ring 13 part will be pressed down, the ring cutter - 
14 will be rotated, and the tubed film 5 will be cut. And a base 3 is opened, disposable diaper storage space 5a 
which stood in a row is pulled, it extracts from the reversal prevention network 10, and an edge comrade is 
connected and discarded. With, the account actuation of Gokami is repeated. 

[0018] When the revolution ring 13 and the ring cutter -14 are one, the revolution ring 13 is pressed down and 
rotated at the time of tubed film 5 revolution, and at the time of the cut of the tubed film 5, the revolution ring 
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13 is pressed down and the ring cutter -14 is rotated. 
[0019] 

[Effect of the Invention] This invention is as having mentioned above, and since storage space, such as a 
disposable diaper which once twisted and carried out sealing isolation, has reversal certainly prevented by the 
reversal prevention network, the sealing isolation condition is held. Therefore, even if it places the reservoir 
container concerning this invention indoors, at the time of the abundant reservoir of a used disposable diaper, a 
pet's stools, etc., it does not have a possibility that an offensive odor may leak out in a list at the time of receipt 
actuation, and has suitable effectiveness to use at the home in which handling is also easy for and a care old 
man etc. is held, a facility, the home which keeps a pet indoors, etc.
